That he fhall depofit a confiderable Sum of 
foney with them. III. That he fhall maintain 
le Malrefe Army at his Expence. IV. That he 
fhall releafe all the Chriftian Slaves. V. That in 
afe of good Succefs, the Regency of Tunis fhall 

obliged to pay the Order a yearly Tribute. 
© Befides the Meafures taken, as above-mention’d, 
or effectually fupporting the late Dey, an Exprefs 
difpatched to Seville, from whence he is to pro- 
eed to Madrid, to give the Ambaffador of the Or- 
er refiding there, the proper Inftru€tions relative 
o this Expedition, that he may defire a Reinforce- 
nt from the King of Spain: And it is believed 
ere that his Catholick Majefty will accordingly
